REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses an apparatus for securing a tissue 
fold within a patient, where the apparatus includes, inter alia, a plication apparatus, an 
anchor assembly with proximal and distal anchors and a length of suture between the 
anchors, and an anchor delivery system; where the anchor delivery system includes a 
flexible delivery tube, a needle, and a trap mechanism within a distal region of the 
anchor delivery system and adapted to reversibly trap the suture and facilitate 
adjustment of the length of suture between the anchors.
